quility in the far east. Wife these peaceful aims we declared our readiness 
to'revise the existing treaty between the two empires

"The negotiations however,, ha^ e not been 
carried 
to a conclusion. 


Japan, without waiting for the receipt of our reply, broke off diplomatic 
relations. Without considering whether such rupture 
meant the 
coai- 


mencemert of war-like actions, the Japanese government ordered torpedo 
boats to attack suddenly our squadron at Port Arthur. 


"After the receipt of the report we ordered our governor to reply 


with arms. We hereby make known our decision, in firm trust in 
the 


help of the Almighty, and in the assurance of the unanimous readiness of 
cur true subjects to stand with us in the defense of our fatherland. 


"We call the blessing of the Lord upon our brave army and fleet.

"While this is a small matter, I feel 


that in justice to myself, this expla- 
nation should be made. Whatever 
other sins I may be guilty of. I am 
not in the business of sponging off 
the county or anyone else. Thanks 
to a large circle of friends who have 
given me their confidence and patron- 
age, I have, up to the present time, 
been able to meet my obligations 
without calling on the County Com- 
missioners or the Infirmary Directors 
for assistance.

IN THE OHIO LEGISLATURE. 


Columbus, O.. Feb. 10.—The bill for 


more liberal appropriations for 
the 


Ohio State university was debated in 
the senate Tuesday. Comparisons of 
figures showed that Ohio appropriated 
less for their state school than many 
smaller and less influential states. Ar- 
guments were made that the bill 
should not pass unless greater atten- 
tion was paid to a§riculture, mechani- 
cal arts and technical work, leaving 
the more academic education ia the 
smaller schools. 
The- Hamilton 
and 


Cuyahoga delegations oppose the bill 
for this reason, as at present conduct- 
ed the State university conflicts seri- 
ously with universities and colleges in 
their territories IP academical 
fea- 


tures. 


A bill has been introduced to make 


ihe delivery of intoxicating liquors in 
bulk a misdemeanor. This is amed at 
the "jug" 'trade in dry towns. A fine 
of §20 to.Si'OO ar,d imprisonment of 30 
to 90 days is the nenalty. 


The liquor people will also introduce 


several measures. One will be to tax 
such organizations as the Anti-Saloon 
league $350 per year in each county in 
which they operate. Another is to re-1 
peal the Beal la\v. 


Represenlath e Lawson of Cuyahoga 


has introduced a resolution to submit 
to vote a constitutional 
amendment 


embodying the initiative and referen- 
dum. 


Buying delegates at party conven- 


tions, bribery at party primaries and 
"repeating" at primary elections are 
made punishable in bills introduced. 


The house passed a pure food bill 


supplemented to the one now in force. 
It includes in its operation drinks, con- 
fectionery and condiments. 


Two advertising bills were intro- 


duced 
in the house. One by Mr. 


Spragup, of Cincinuati, reduced 
the 


size of a legal square from eight non- 
pareil lines to eight agate lines, of 
which 14 lines make an inch. 
Mr. 


Smith, of Cincinnati, put in the second, 
which provides that there shall be no 
final decree in an assignee, receiver- 
ship or administrator case, until the 
publisher certifies he has been paid 
for all advertising approved by the 
court.

Providing that at all school elections

When the Thirteenth was brigaded 


with us, everybody spoke in praNc of 
its rank and file. No better material 
could have been found in Auiurk-u. A 
couple of wewks, however, showed the 
colonel to be tin. egotist and a dniuk- 
ard, and few of the company or regi- 
iiionUil officers seemed anxious to give 
him credit for anything outside. 


One day tbe regiment came out to 


relieve the Fourth on outpost duty. 
At midafteriiooa a hundred Confeder- 
ate cavalry, divided into squads of 
twenty-five, attacked four full compa- 
nies of the Thirteenth at about tbe 
same moment. One discharge of their 
carbines, followed by a grand yell, did 
the business in each instance. 
The 


same 100 cavalry then fell upon 1he 
reserve of -WtO mt-n and routed them 
at u dash. One thousand men were 
beaten, routed and disgraced by 30U. 


The colonel called his ollicers to- 


gether and said they must give the 
men double drill and that in the next 
fight they must shoot down any man 
who tried to make a bolt for it. And 
the captains got their respective com- 
panies out on the parade ground and 
looked savage and swelled out their 
chests and shouted: 


"You 
are a laughing stock in this 


brigade. You have had two or three 
chances to win glory, but you have 
run away like beaten curs. In our next 
fight I will shoot the man who even 
turns pale." 


And yet every private in every com- 


pany remembered that when he ran 
away he followed his three officers and 
was not able to overtake them. A 
month later, at 9 o'clock one summer 
morning, our brigade swung into bat- 
tle line on the left center. It stretched 
across a cotton field, with its right and 
left connecting in the woods with oth- 
er brigades. The fight began far above 
us. That meant waiting, and it is the 
waiting that makes cowards of brave 
men. 


Down the lines of the Fourth, Sev- 


enth and Eighth went the company 
officers to brace up the men who were 
not cowards, but yet losing their nerve 
in the waiting, but over in the Thir- 
teenth it was different. 
The officers 


were at the regulation distance in rear 
of the lines, and the men had nobody 
to brace them up. To talk to each 
other only made matters worse. 


We were quite prepared for what 


happened—knew that it would happen. 
Of a sudden the enemy opened fire on 
our front with artillery, and as Ihe 
first shell exploded in the ranks of the 
Thirteenth the whole 1,000 men broke 
back like a flock of frightened sheci>. 
A second shell completed the business, 
and there was a stampede which car- 
ried them a mile to the rear. The gap 
was closed up, and the battle went on, 
but the Thirteenth could not be rallied 
again that day. Three days later the 
major general said to the officers autl 
men on parade: 


••I know the history of the Thirteenth 


since its first skirmish. You are a dib- 
grace to yeur state, to the army and to 
yourselves. I shall recommend that the 
regiment be wiped out of existence." 


On the morning that the order of 


diabandment arrived from Washing- 
ton the Thirteenth was in charge of a 
senior captain, and some of the com- 
panies were in charge of orderly ser- 
geants. A Confederate column, which 
had cut loose and marched by night 
through the fields and woods, suddenly 
burst out of the woods upou the scat- 
tered camps along the river. The sur- 
prise wa? complete, and without a 
'check the enemy cauie sweeping down 
Ithe stream. 
The Thirteenth turned 


out, but there were no officers to j:ive 
them orders. They were cowards ;in-l 
Iliad always run away. 
A few li:i<l 


already started on this occasion, when 
there came the sound of hoof boat* 
from the west, and a woman rode inio 
camp. She was hardly above twenty 
years old, fair haired and handsome 
and probably the wife of some Union 
^officer from the camps abov«. 
Every 


man thrilled as she pulled up her horso 
and cried out: 


">Jen, they arc making a stand tip 


there by the ford, and if you'll join 
them the enemy can be cheeked ond 
driven back/'

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DRESS REVEALS THE 


Better Index to Character Than the 


Face,'Say* Chicago "Woman. 


"If you wirat to read a girl's charac- 


ter, do not look to sec it expressed in 
her face, but in the taste displayed in 
her room and dress. A girl's room nud 
dress, not her face, reveal her charac- 
ter." 


This is what Mrs. John B. Sherwood, 


for years chairman of the art commit- 
tee of the Illinois State Federation of 
Women's Clqbs, told the members of 
the Matheon club in Chicago the other 
day. Mrs. Sherwood believes that as a 
girl's face is not of her own making it 
is not a safe index to character, says 
the Chicago Tribune. 


"But look into a girl's room or ob- 


serve1 her dress, and all her character- 
istics' are known to you at a glance. 
There is no concealing them." 
'Mrs. Sherwood then proceeded to ad- 
vise her hearers regarding the proper 
decorations of the home. 


"The most artistic room is not the 


room that costs a great deal, but the 
room in which there are simplicity and 
harmony, no matter how cheaply ob- 
tained. -Simplicity and harmony are 
the first principles of beauty, and in 
many cases there is less art in the room's 
where a great deal of money has been 
spent than in the more economically 
furnished." 


Mrs. Sherwood urged that many 


homes would be more artistic than they 
are if it were not for the gifts received, 
which perforce must be accepted and 
for awhile displayed in the parlor. The 
proper way to proceed when such un- 
welcome gifts are received was out- 
lined by the speaker as follows: 


"Gradually move them from the par- 


lor to the back room, from the back 
room to the bedroom, from the bed- 
room to the spare room and from the 
spare room to the attic. By the time 
they reach the attic the donor will have 
forgotten all about it" 


Mrs. Sherwood urged that colors are 


symbollic and outlined a few rules to 
be followed. "Red," she said, "is sym- 
bolic of welcome, hospitality and love 
and should be used on the walls of the 
reception hall. Blue is symbolic of 
truth and purity, and it is an excellent 
color for a girl's room. In fact, most 
girls choose it of their own accord. 
Every girl should be allowed to select 
the color and furnish her own room." 


Mrs. Sherwood urged that the recep- 


tion room should properly be done in 
colonial style, with columns, and should 
be'by all means of formal decoration.

trolley car when one is expecting a 
bear'at-the very least, but the trolley, 
car has its "points." 


In the terrible drought of last spring 


most of the fires that devastated the' 
wilderness as it had never been before 
were-set-by sparks from railroad en- 
gines. - Many. suits for damages are 
now pending against the railroad com- 
panies by owners of burned forest 
lands. If their-point can be sustained 
by law the railroad companies them- 
selves may be forced in self protection 
to use electric power, which, wired 
from the abundant waterfalls of the 
•woods, would not endanger the forest 
in time of drought. 


Another great advantage of the trol- 


ley for woods use is that it can sur- 
mount any "reasonable grade, whereas 
the steam railroad has to stick to the 
level or make a level for itself at great 
cost. On the whole, the woods have 
worse enemies than the trolley car 
scbe'mers.
